BELGIAN  HARES 


Information  for  beginners  and  all  those  breeding  for  profit. 


FOR  PLEASURE. 

I know  of  no  animal  or  pet  stock  from  which  one  can  derive 
more  pleasure  than  Belgian  Hares.  They  make  excellent  pets  and 
their  wants  are  so  simple  and  they  require  so  little  attention 
that  it  is  a pleasure  for  anyone  to  raise  them.  For  persons  hav- 
ing sedentary  employment  it  is  certainly  .iust  the  thing,  as  it 
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takes  their  minds  off  their  regular  work  and  gives  them  fresh 
air  and  exercise  when  giving  the  hares  their  breakfast  and  sup- 
per. And  as  they  can  eat  in  the  dark,  those  who  do  not  have 
time  to  attend  to  chickens  can  raise  hares,  and  not  only  receive 
a lot  of  pleasure  from  them,  but  have  a nice,  young  hare  for 
dinner  when  they  wish  it  and  make  some  money  on  the  side. 

HOW  THEY  MUETIPEY. 

There  is  no  domestic  animal  that  will  increase  so  rapidly  as 
the  Belgian  Hare.  They  will  breed  as  young  as  six  months,  and 
some  claim  younger,  but  I never  breed  them  until  about  eight 
months  old.  A doe  will  have  her  young  in  thirty  days  from  the 
time  she  is  bred  and  will  produce  from  five  to  six  litters  per 
year.  (But  I never  bred  them  more  than  four  times  per  year). 
They  will  have  from  five  to  thirteen  in  a litter.  Eight  to  the 
litter  is  a good,  safe  average.  Now  let  us  figure  a little.  Say 
you  breed  your  doe  four  times  a year.  With  an  average  of  eight 
to  the  litter  she  will  produce  by  the  end  of  the  year  32  young. 
Now  assuming  that  one-half  of  each  litter  are  does,  which  is  gea- 
erally  the  case,  your  does  of  the  first  litter  will  produce  young 
twice  before  the  end  of  the  year,  making  sixty-four  young,  which 
added  to  those  produced  by  the  old  doe  makes  ninety-six.  But 
this  is  not  all;  your  four  does  of  the  second  litter  produced  by 
your  original  does  will  be  old  enough  to  have  one  litter  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  making  32  more  to  be  added  to  the  96,  which 
makes  a total  of  from  one  doe  in  one  year. 

THE  BEST  WAY  TO  START. 

When  starting  in  the  Belgian  business  it  pays  to  start  with  the 
best  stock  you  can  find.  Do  not  make  the  mistake  of  buying 
culls  just  because  they  are  cheap,  for  they  are  dear  at  any  price. 
Remember  that  it  costs  no  more  to  raise  good  stock  than  stock 
of  inferior  quality  and  the  result  is  far  more  satisfactory  no 
matter  if  you  are  raising  them  for  the  table  or  to  sell  for  breeder^ 
The  only  difference  is  in  the  price  paid  for  the  foundation  stock. 
You  would  not  expect  to  get  as  good  a horse  for  $50.00  as  for 
$100.  If  you  start  w'ith  culls  you  will  invariably  raise  culls.  Do 
not  expect  to  get  a good  Belgian  Hare  for  $1.00,  but  go  to  a good, 
reliable  breeder  and  pay  him  $j,,00  to  $5.00  for  a good  doe  that 
has  been  bred,  and  if  he  has  two  separate  strains  purchase  a good 
buck  from  him  that  is  not  related  to  the  doe  or  her  prospective 
young.  If  you  purchase  cheap,  inferior  stock  your  money  will 
only  be  wasted,  as  you  will  either  dispose  of  them  and  buy  good 
stock  in  the  end,  which  makes  the  road  to  success  much  longer, 
or  you  will  get  disgusted  and  quit.  Your  friends  and  neighbors 
may  laugh  and  think  you  are  a “crank”  for  paying  such  prices 
for  stock,  but  remember,  “He  laughs  best  who  laughs  last,”  and 
your  laugh  will  come  about  the  time  when  they  see  you  have  the 
very  best,  and  one  wants  to  get  some  of  your  stock  “cheap” 
just  because  he  happens  to  be  your  friend  or  neighbor.  This  is 
when  you  can  get  even  by  making  him  pay  a good,  fair  living 
price.  If  he  buys  cheap  stock  you  will  still  have  the  laugh  on 
him,  for  you  will  find  that  people  who  wmnt  good  stock  will  pass 
him  by  and  go  where  they  can  get  the  best.  Remember  the  old 
saying,  and  a good  one,  too,  “The  best  is  none  too  good”  and 
“Cheap,  inferior  stock  is  the  dearest  in  the  end.” 

HOUSING  YOUR  HARES. 

In  housing  your  hares  the  principal  thing  is  dryness  and  free- 
dom from  draughts.  Therefore  the  building  should  have  a good 
roof  and  no  holes  or  cracks  for  the  wind  to  blow  through.  An 
open  front  is  all  right  in  the  summer  and  in  the  winter  in  a mild 
climate,  providing  the  other  three  sides  are  tight.  But  in  the 
North  the  building  should  be  closed  all  around  in  the  winter. 
Each  breeding  doe  should  have  a separate  hutch  at  least  3x5 
feet  and  2 feet  high  or  larger,  and  provided  with  a nest  box 
about  24  x 18  inches  and  12  or  18  inches  high,  with  a hinged  lid 
and  a 6-inch  hole  cut  in  the  end  for  the  doe  to  enter.  The  hutches 
can  be  arranged  in  tiers,  one  tier  above  the  other,  two  or  three 
tiers  high.  The  doors  and  apartments  can  be  made  from  poultry 
netting.  One  inch  mesh  should  be  used,  as  the  young  will  go 
through  2-inch  mesh.  Either  the  building  or  the  hutches  should 
be  made  rat  proof,  as  rats  will  kill  young  hares.  Those  who 
have  room  can  have  outdoor  runs  for  them,  but  this  is  not  neces- 
sary, as  thej"  will  do  equally  well  inside. 

FEEDING. 

Hares  will  eat  anything  in  grain  or  green  food.  They  should 
be  fed  regularly  and  with  judgment.  Give  a small  handful  of 
corn,  oats,  wheat  or  barley  in  the  morning.  In  the  evening  give 
a small  bunch  of  hay  (clover  if  it  can  be  had).  A small  amount 
of  green  food  is  also  good,  and  must  be  fed  with  care.  This  ap- 
plies to  young  stock  especially.  Keep  wmter  before  them 
at  all  times.  They  also  relish  stale  bread.  Keep  a piece  of  rock

'dn  the  rural  districts,  where  the  suburbanite  or  farmer  is 
able  to  raise  his  own  feed  stuffs,  hay,  oats,  roots,  etc.,  the  only 
monetary  outlay  required  is  that  of  his  initial  investment  in  stock 
and  occasional  renewal  of  his  stud.  In  the  words  of  our  English 
premiers,  ‘The  pleasui’e  to  be  derived,  the  elevating  and  toning 
influences  and  the  antidote  to  a busy,  pushing  life — rest  and 
change  to  the  mind’ — in  raising  Belgian  Hares  far  surpasses  the 
small  amount  of  labor  required  in  their  upkeep. 

“A  good  start  should  be  made  if  success  is  to  be  attained.  A 
good  buck  and  three  or  four  healthy  brood  does  should  be  pro- 
cured from  some  reliable  breeder  at  a nominal  cost.  These, 
if  properly  fed  and  carefully  managed,  could  be  made  to  pro- 
<luce  three  or  four  litters  each  year.  While  a doe  can  have  as 
liigh  as  twelve  young  in  a single  litter,  it  will  be  found  to  pay 
best  if  the  weakly  ones  are  killed  at  birth  and  the  litters  kept 
down  to  four  or  five.  It  is  far  better  to  have  four  or  five  strong- 
youngsters  than  seven  or  eight  that  are  stunted  in  growth  be- 
cause of  insufficient  nourishment.  If  a start  be  made  with,  say, 
three  does  and  one  buck  and  these  with  ordinary  luck,  produce 
three  litters  each  year,  with  an  average  of  four  youngsters  in 
each  litter,  there  would  be  thirty-six  youngsters  on  hand  at  the 
ejid  of  each  year,  bred  from  the  original  does.  At  the  end  of 
^3  first  six  months  six  out  of  the  minimum  of  twelve  young- 
«5t;ers  raised  out  of  the  first  litter  of  the  three  does  may  be  bred, 
and  again  on  the  ninth  month,  yielding  the  very  conservative 
number  of  forty-eight  additional  youngsters.  This  would  give 
us  at  least  eighty-four  salable  youngsters  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
or  approximately  500  pounds  of  delicious  meat. 


STEADY  MARKET  FOR  THEM; 

‘‘It  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  for  Belgian  winnings  at 
our  large  shows  to  bring  as  high  as  $25,  and  very  frequently  $25 
for  a pair  of  good  winning  youngsters.  There  is  always  a market 
for  good  hares  and  it  costs  no  more  to  raise  good  ones  than  culls. 

‘‘Taking  the  first  year’s  results  of  youngsters,  which,  as  the 
very  minimum  we  will  state  to  be  eighty-four,  at  $2.00  each,  the 
gross  sales  would  amount  to  $168.(X).  Against  this  may  be  charged 
$1.20  for  interest  on  the  original  capital  invested,  say  $15.00  for 
three  does  and  a buck  of  breeding  age,  and,  if  one  cannot  raise 
his  own  hay,  oats  and  roots,  $25  for  feed,  making  the  aggregate 
cost  $26.20,  leaving  $141.80. 

“I  have  drawn  a picture  which  to  even  the  most  pessimistic 
will  prove  to  be  a possibilitj’’,  for  I might  go  so  far  as  to  say  that 
there  are  many,  many  Belgian  breeders  who  realize  twice  that 
sum  for  a like  initial  outlay.  I have  raised  180  youngsters  from 
five  does  and  their  progeny  in  a single  year,  which  netted  me 
nearly  800  pounds  of  the  best  meat  procurable.  A hare  averages 
about  four  pounds  at  four  months  if  fed  regularly  and  liberally. 

“Aside  from  the  fancier’s  standpoint,  consider  the  thousands  of 
farmers  who  could  enjoy  the  rarest  of  meat,  far  more  palatable 
and  nutritious  than  any  other  meat  obtainable,  and  that  all  the 
year  round,  free  of  any  cost  save  their  labor  of  a few  minutes 
per  hare  per  day.  A small  outbuilding  or  barn  may  be  suitably 
adapted  for  the  raising  of  Belgians,  for  each  doe  requires  but 
nine  square  feet  of  hutch  room  in  which  to  raise  her  youngsters. 

‘‘This  should  furnish  meat  for  thought,  and  while  not  every 
Avorking  man  can  afford  $15  to  start  with,  three  does  and  a buck, 
there  are  a number  of  men  who  are  today  spending  many,  many 
times  that  amount  in  the  course  of  a year  for  tobacco,  liquor 
and  other  senseless  luxuries  which  yield  them  no  profit  and  con- 
sequently no  material  benefit.  Consider  Avhat  a good  training- 
such  a baby  enterprise  would  be  for  the  farmer’s  son  or  daughter ; 
not  only  business  training,  but  the  lessons  in  morality  that  would 
be  taught  and  the  moral  development  attained  by  keeping  them 
Avithin  the  home  influence  and  in  a Aurtuous  atmosphere.”
